We came to our station Oct. II and 
Oct 15 raised the American flag and 
look possession in the name of fJncle 
Sam. 
We ai e the ouly Americans on 
the island and enjoy a great deal of 
prestage aaiu: g me natives. Theyaie 
a Moiuic but v\cil meaniotr people and 
hive never taken any part in the in- 
surrection. They are isolated and se- 
clusive as is shown by tbe names they 
possess. When the Spanish priests 
came here centuries ago, the people 
had no family names. 
The priests 


wave them all names,the initial letter 
for each island being the same. 
The 


names on one island began with M, 
on another R and the letter for our 
island was F. On our school register 
of SCO names, all except- four begin 
with F, and on investigation we found 
that in 300 years only one family had 
moved here and none had moved 
away. This is all the more remarka- 
ble when we consider that the natives 
are excellent, sailors and spend a good 
deai of their time on the sea. 


The weather is deltentful. It is not 
hot neither is it cold, and we enjoy a 
warm genial climate ranging in tem- 
perature from 60 to S-5. During the day 
thesunsbines lorth ;nall bis Orient- 
al splendor. 


We are quartered in the old convent 


formerly occupied by the priests. We 
are located near the shore and enjoy 
the delightful sea breezes as they are 
wafted to as from the Southern Jsies. 
We are very tnncir pleased with our 
place, and it- conies nearer the ideal 
island Utopia than any seen by at 
least two or tbe teachers in their long 
trip from America. The sunshine and 
tbe palm trees are here in the fullness 
of tile romance,

ling bellb and the maiden whose name 
was the same as Theebaw's qjren. i 
Gently ana crebn.il> iheua>.>p ss by!

Tbe natives are kindly disposed and 
have shown us every favor and court- 
esy we could ask. They are all very 
anxious to iearn and where that is ti e 
case, teaching is only a pleasure. Our 
hours of teaching are from S to 10 and 
and from 2:3'* to 5 From 10 to i 1 we 
have tbe ndti\e teachers in class, 
there beinc two at ims suiti >u. We 
havcsrb'ioi !':fce nights each w«ek 
for tr.c aoiut-s who cannot attend dur- 
ing the aay. This is attended by the 
president or mayor of tbe town and all 
the leading citizens. A great deal of 
interest 
is manifested 
and many 


of them walk three and four uiiles to 
attend the scii":ii. Our teaching for 
the presant is a ZU-JSL wholly in Eng- 
lish as. tha: must be made the basis of 
all the instruction in the islands We 
teach nine months, having vacation 
during: April. May and Jane. We

Slew YOEK, Jan. 17 — The year o 
grace 1901 has passed to the tomb of 
tbe ages. Ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust. It leaves behind the roar o) 
the battlefield from tbe equator to 
tbe poles. Instead of dying peace- 
fully and leaving behind the memo- 
ries of duties done and of life's work 
ell performed, we hear nothing but 
the shrieks of the dying and we see 
little but tbe faces of the dead. Vale. 
vale, in the trial balance of an ending 
life we close the last page of 1901. 
The year 1902 comes to us with one 


of the direst horrors that ever circled 
the globe- What at first seemed to 
be an ordinary accident, on closer in- 
Testigation almost proves to be a 
crime. On Wednesday morning, Jan. 
B, the name of tbe unfortunate engin- 
eer who had charge of the train, rang 
around the world loaded with the an- 
athema maranatba, the most dread- 
ful curse known to 
tbe Catholic 
church- On further investigation the 
accident was found to be one for 
which the engineer was nowise re- 
sponsible and our District Attorney 
Jerome, whose name is a terror to evil 
doers, and who two days ago would 
not listen to the question of bail, is 
now so satisfied of the engineer's of- 
'ease, which be at first thought was 
wilfull murder, has so modified his 
deas that he is willing to release En-
